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Group home worker 
bound over on 2 charges 
after death of resident

Bruce Odell Williams, 34, of Detroit 
has been bound over for trial at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice on two charges 
arising from the death of a group home 
resident that he was supposed to be caring 
for. 

On Monday, 34* District Court Judge 
Brian Oakley held a special exam on 
the case and lowered Williams’ bond to 
$10,000 or 10% and he bonded out. The 
Circuit Court arraignment on the evidence 
was set for Feb. 27. 

Sumpter Township Police Detective 
John Toth said the charges approved by the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office were 
Homicide/Involuntary Manslaughter, a 15- 
year felony, and Vulnerable Adult Abuse, 
which could bring four years in prison. 

Detective Toth said Sumpter Police 
received a 911 call at 8:44 a.m. Oct. 2, 2010 
for “a male down” who was unresponsive 
and cold in the hallway of Christ Centered 
Home in the 22000 block of Clark Road. 

When Officers Roulo and Buccelato 
arrived they found Robert Egan, 38, of 
Monroe dead on the floor. Det. Toth said 
the “group” home was to care for just the 
one patient, who had severe mental issues, 
as well as being developmentally disabled. 

Officer Buccelato found “something 
amiss” in the situation and called in Toth to 
take over the investigation. He interviewed 
all four workers that had been there for shift 
change and followed up with interviews of 
everybody involved. 

“The person supposed to be providing 
care, unfortunately, went to bed,’ Toth 
reported. 

Toth said Egan got up during the night, 
went to the refrigerator and ate a raw pork 
chop 3”x3” in size, which lodged in his 
throat, blocking his airway. He was found 
in the bathroom and, according to the

Belleville woman dies 
after crash on I-275 


Saturday morning 


Frances McCoy, 58, of Belleville died 
Saturday at St. Joseph Mercy Hospital 
where she was taken following an accident 
on southbound I-275 in Canton. 

According to Canton Police, she was 
traveling southbound on I-275 near 
Michigan Avenue at about 11:15 a.m. when 
she apparently lost control of her Lincoln 
sedan and hit the right cement guard rail. 
Then her vehicle spun across two lanes of 
traffic before being struck broadside by a 
small SUV. 

The driver of the SUV, a 50-year-old man 
from West Bloomfield, was transported to 
Annapolis Hospital where he was treated 
and released. 

The interstate was shut down for four 
hours, with a huge traffic tie-up, while 
police tried to recreate the accident. 

Canton Police said they believed the 
weather and road conditions may have 
played a role in the crash, which continues 
under investigation. 

Snow started falling in this area on Friday 
and by Saturday morning there were two to 
five inches on the ground causing multiple 
accidents throughout the area. 

Mrs. McCoy was well-known in the 
Belleville community, having assisted her 
husband Pastor Tim McCoy in the church 
he led in Belleville. 

She reportedly was on her way home 
from an appointment with an eye doctor in 
Canton when the crash occurred. 

A celebration of her going home to be 
with the Lord will be held at 11 a.m. today, 
Thursday, Feb. 16, at First Baptist Church 
of Canton, on the corner of Cherry Hill and 
Sheldon roads. A gathering will begin at 10 
a.m.

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School Board’s meeting at BHS Aud. to consider school closings

A large crowd is expected for the 7 p.m., 
Feb. 27, meeting of the Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of Education, so the meeting 
place has been changed from Rawsonville 
Elementary to the Belleville High School 
Auditorium, which seats 800. 

The main item on that meeting’s agenda 
is the final recommendation from the 
consultants studying the use of school 
buildings and the declining student 
population. 

The recommendation is expected to 
include the closing of two elementary 
schools and, perhaps, one middle school, 
as well as reconfiguration of grades in 
the schools. The specific schools will be 
identified, as well as the financial and other 
background for the choices. 

At Monday’s regular school board 
meeting, Board President Martha Toth 
said she estimated 200 people attended the 
first public forum on the topic and more 
than 100 attended the second meeting, so 
the board wanted to make sure there was 
enough space to seat the estimated 300 or 
400 who might attend the Feb. 27 session 
to learn which schools would be closing. 

While most of the board members gave 
the impression a final decision would be 
made on Feb. 27, Trustee Scott Russell 
urged the board to proceed cautiously and 
not rush into a decision. Trustee Sherry 
Frazier agreed. 

He said he talked to a board member 
from another district who likened closing a 
school to “a death in the community”. 

“Maybe it would be worthwhile to 
postpone a decision,” Trustee Russell said. 

Toth said the district has to start at once 
if it is closing a school because there are so 
many details to attend to. 

Russell said members of the audience may 
stand up screaming over the closings and 
the board should proceed cautiously and 
may want to “mull over” the information. 

“We want the public to know we may 
make a decision to close schools,” Toth 
stated. 

Board Vice President Brenda McClanahan 
urged the board not to take a negative view 
of the situation and to emphasize, instead, 
that the school closings will help the district 
to keep viable and move forward. 

“If we prolong the decision, I can’t 
execute what you decide,’ said School 
Supt. Michael Van Tassel. He warned that 
if the decision was put off until the end of 
March, there are a huge number of things 
that need to be done that he wouldn’t have 
time to do. 

“We have to avoid painting ourselves into 
a corner...” Russell said, adding that 
it’s not a good idea to have to make such a 
big decision in a hurry. 

Toth said the board chose to do this right 


by having the professional study with a lot 
of information gathered and now it has to 
make a decision. 

Treasurer Toni Hunt said a lot of things are 
going on this summer, including moving 
into the new high school. 

With the construction under way on the 
new high school, it may be confusing for 
people to find their way to the auditorium 
entrance. Parking is at the back of the school 
and there will be signs to assist people to 
the meeting on Feb. 27, Toth said. 

Toth also announced, in anticipation of 
a big crowd at the upcoming meeting, that 
she is changing the procedure for public 
comment until the new board policies can 
be adopted. 

She said she found the board cannot limit 
the total time of public comment (due to an 
Attorney General’s opinion), but speakers 
can be limited to 3-5 minutes each. 

Toth said there will be two public 
comment periods at meetings, but she will 
no longer allow public comment during the 
agenda. 

The first public comment allowed will 
be at the beginning of the meeting for 
comments on items that are on the agenda. 
The second public comment will be allowed 
at the end of the agenda for comments on 
topics that were not on the agenda. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Hired John Cast, as of April 1, to a new 
position that will manage the scheduling, 
supervision, and use of the new pool as a 
part-time position, with no benefits, at a 
salary of $15,000 per year. Van Tassel said 
Cast has been a district swim coach on and 
off for years; 

e Hired Marcus Leon as a full-time 
accountant in the business office at a salary 
of $50,000 ($73,055 with benefits). The 
contract with Plante Moran (which cost 
$24,000 per month since October) expired 
as of last Friday. Leon interned at the 
Brighton Public Schools and last worked 
at Bed Bath & Beyond. He has a bachelor’s 
and a master’s degree in accounting; 

e Recalled five high school teachers to 
be paid with $150,000 of 31A federal at- 
risk funds to assist students in the areas of 
reading and math as individuals or in small 
groups of 2-3. They are Laurie Hoffman, 
Kristy Hickson, Kimberly Glime, Heather 
Bell, and Erin Knotts. Toth said the MEAP 
test results will be released to the public 
soon and, “They are not where they should 
be.” This move is to improve the situation; 

e Approved the hiring of Caitlyn Hrbal 
(1/31/12) to intervene with at risk students 
in BHS English and Hilary Fenton for at 
risk students in BHS math (2/7/12); 

e Approved requested terminations of 
teachers Norma Schropshire at Rawsonville 
Elementary for personal reasons and Kelli 
Crawford at Elwell for other employment; 


e Approved the retirement of Brian Brice 
as Director of Plant Operations as of Feb. 
10 and the requested termination of Lola 
Dailey as BHS Food Service worker as of 
Feb. 27 for personal reasons; 

e Approved a short-term, state aid 
anticipation note from PNC Bank for 
$6 million at interest of 1.42% and also 
approved a $25,000 increase in the budget 
for the fees. There was $35,000 in the 
budget and the fees are $60,000. The loan 
will be from Feb. 24 to Oct. 22; 

e Approved a resolution to look for ways 
to consolidate services with other districts 
and then passed a Best Practices Incentive 
Resolution, which both are aimed at getting 
the $100 per pupil promised by the state 
for following best practices. The money is 
expected immediately; 

e Heard the first reading of an Anti- 
Bullying Policy required by the state. The 
second reading and passage will be at an 
upcoming meeting; 

e Heard an update on construction of 
the new BHS, noting the old BHS will be 
demolished in July/August, the cafeteria 
expansion will be in July/November, with 
the parking lot and retention pond going 
in during that time, as well. Paul Wills, 
of Plante Moran CRESA, said the school 
keystone/ cornerstones for 1921 and 1953 
will be put in place in the outdoor area in 
the middle of the new school wings. He said 
trophies will be moved to the new building 
and they are allocating bricks from the old 
building for fund-raising opportunities for 
community groups. The graduation class 
composites will be taken out of the old 
school over spring break and will be placed 
in the new school; 

e Was informed of field change orders 
approved by Supt. Van Tassel including 
a raised glass handrail in the pool, added 
security sensors, band lamps and ballast, 
added white boards, structural support 
for the greenhouse, and fixed chemistry 
teacher stations; 

e Approved spending some of the 
available bond money on 35 classroom 
sound enhancement systems (little 
microphones for teachers and speakers in 
the ceilings), adding electrical power for the 
overhead doors (which was inadvertently 
overlooked), auditorium sound upgrades, 
new auditorium dimmer rack, and added 
epoxy flooring; 

e Approved adding a two-year 
conversational Spanish language and 
culture course as a way for students not 
going on to college to fulfill the state’s 
requirement for foreign language; 

e Approved use of school buses for 
summer programs for the Van Buren 
Township Recreation Department at 
established rates; 

e Accepted Toth’s explanation that she 
had made the decision to allow the Boys

to review the updated policies, starting at 7 
p-m. at the Administration Building; 

e Heard Toth announce that New Tech 
will be accepting enrollment applications 
from eighth graders beginning in early 
April for 125-150 spots that will be open 
next fall. The specific announcement will 
be put on the district website; and 

e Was informed the Moose Lodge will 
again host the spaghetti dinner to raise 
money for the band beginning at 5 p.m., 
Feb. 25. Also, Kindergarten Roundup is 
beginning early, with the first session Feb. 
22.

On Saturday, a group of local veterans 
gathered at Paula’s restaurant to have lunch 
together and to mark the 500" funeral that 
the group has done since it started 10 years 
ago. 

Those raising their coffee cups to the 
project were members of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars and Polish League of 
American Veterans who make up our local 
Honor Guard. 

The group of retirees has been giving 
dignified, patriotic send-offs to veterans 
during the veterans’ funerals. The members 
fold the American flag from the casket and 
present it to the family, they smartly salute 
their fallen comrade, they give a 21-gunshot 
salute, provide “Taps” played by a live 
bugler, and do other parts of the ritual that 
comfort the families.

A reader dropped by last week to ask us to 
look at the flag on the pole at the northeast 
corner of the North I-94 Service Drive and 
Belleville Road — where the gas station has 
been abandoned. 

She said the big flag there is in shreds 
and someone should do something about 
it. I looked it over on my way to the VBT 
Hall and she is right. That flag used to be a 
landmark, since it was so big and the owners 
always took good care of it and changed it 
when it got worn. 

I stopped by the VBT Building Department 
and Matt Forster said that others had 
pointed out the worn flag to them. He said 
that recently two different people had been 
at the site looking around. He said they may 
be thinking of doing something there. 

Speaking of flags, the new Belle Tire store 
that was approved by VBT on Feb. 7 has 
a flag as part of its site plan. The architect 
representing Belle Tire said the company 
standard is a big flag that’s 20’x30’, but the 
new store on Belleville Road will have a 
flag half that size. 

He said township officials recommended 
reducing the size of the flag. He didn’t say 
they had to reduce the size to build, but, it’s 
true that Belle Tire had to reduce the size of 
the flag if they wanted approval. 

Consultant Sally Hodges said the DDA 
overlay zone has a limit on flag size and 
although there are a few “grandfathered” 
big flags on Belleville Road, they do not 
want any more. 

There were a lot of questions last Wednesday 
afternoon (Feb. 8) about why a Channel 4 
TV truck, with its broadcasting antenna 
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extended, was in downtown Belleville for 
hours, extending into the early evening. 

I watched the 5 o’clock news to find 
out and saw news reporter Roger Weber 
telecasting live from downtown Belleville, 
with Higgerson & Neal Funeral Home and 
Jets Pizza in the background, telling the 
story of the minister who got a parishioner 
to confess to raping a 9-year-old girl.

We are 
all Belleville, but the 48111 Belleville is 
divided up into the two townships and the 
city. 

And, “Belleville” police, may turn out to 
really be in Van Buren or Sumpter. 

The Free Press wanted a mug shot from 
Belleville PD, but Belleville had to tell the 
newspaper to ask VBT.

Visteon Bond Payment Schedule 
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A critical look at Van 
Buren Township’s LDFA 


To the Editor: 


You may have heard about the bond 
issue in Allen Park, where the city 
purchased property at twice the appraised 
value, securing over $20 million in bonds 
for a movie studio? The studio left the 
community, leaving the city with years of 
bond payments on a largely vacant building 
site. In 2011, the city of Allen Park rejected 
a 3.3-mill increase for debt retirement to 


pay off the movie studio bonds. 

Our situation is similar and in many ways 
worse. We issued bonds in the amount of 
$25.8 million for Visteon to build their 
Headquarters in VBT. We don’t own the 
property or even have a lien. In 2032, 
by the time we pay off the bonds and the 
interest, we the taxpayers and our children 
will be paying $56 million in principle and 
interest and we don’t own the property. 

At this time, the single responsibility for 
the Local Development Finance Authority 
(LDFA) is to administer the Visteon 
Village/Grace Lake Bonds. 

The 2012 annual bond payment is 
$953,752. The interest rates and payments 
increase in 2015. By the year 2016, the 
payment will double to $2.2 million. By 
the year 2031 our annual payment will be 
$4.1 million. Please keep in mind that per 
the bond agreement, the bond payments 
come first on every year’s budget, putting 
Public Safety, and other township services 
in jeopardy. 

The LDFA meetings are not televised. 
In 2011, the LDFA cancelled 9 meetings. 
Two of their 3 meetings were held at 2 p.m. 
while most taxpayers were at work. The 
LDFA is proposing bylaw changes which 
were copied from a nearby junior college. 
They have proposed that there will be no 
debate at their meetings, encourage 48-hour 
notice if you wish to speak, require signing 
your name and address, and encourage 
each speaker to provide written copies of 
their statements. 


Payment Year 


I believe these bylaw changes are overly 
restrictive. The LDFA should conduct 
their meetings identically to our other 
committees or board meetings. 

After attending all the 2011 LDFA 
meetings, I found there is not a good 
representation of the Board of Trustees. 
Board comments and directives are not 
correctly reported to the LDFA by either 
the Supervisor or Planning Director. 

The LDFA has discussions and come 
to decisions via e-mail, which is against 
Michigan’s Open Meetings Act; writing 
minutes as if the votes were done in the 
public view. 

I believe we need much better 
communication from government and 
to have a township finance expert on the 
LDFA. Our 2 school representatives need 
to become actively involved in LDFA 
matters. 

The LDFA needs to work for us, the 
taxpayers. The members should be 
responsive to the taxpayers with meetings 
run no differently than any other meeting 
in the township.

body position, had been dragged into the 
hallway. When police arrived, the body 
was in full rigor mortis, indicating he had 
died sometime during the night. 

Toth said the prosecutor used the phrase, 
“but for the fact he was sleeping...” in the 
warrant. 

But when Toth brought the warrants 
to court last year, “We lost all the key 
witnesses” who had relocated and Judge 
Oakley said they could not continue 
without the witnesses. 

So, Toth obtained investigative subpoenas 
and went to the residences of the witnesses 
and rousted them out of bed early in the 
morning to make sure they could be found. 
Then, Monday’s exam was held and 
Williams was bound over. 

Toth said the situation of mental health 
care in Michigan is terrible and, since 
many mental institutions closed, people are 
put in group homes where care givers have 
minimum training and are paid low wages 
with no insurance or benefits. 

Toth said Williams didn’t want to work 
the night shift, but he had no choice and no 
other job. 

Toth said the prosecution of Williams is 
the first step in the case.

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Public hearing set on rezoning for funeral home in Sumpter

A public hearing has been set for 6:35 p.m., 
Thursday, March 8, before the Sumpter 
Township Planning Commission to hear 
input from the community on a requested 
rezoning to make way for a funeral home. 

The request, by Chris and Sandy Janowiak, 
is to rezone the property at 19865 Sumpter 
Road from Residential-2 to Commercial- 
2. 

The building is 4,000 square feet on less 
than two acres of land. 

This building was last used as site of the 
Salem Romanian Apostolic Church. It is 
next to commercial zoning and is master 
planned for commercial use, so planning 
consultant Laura Kreps said the rezoning 
shouldn’t present a problem. 

The Janowiaks currently own and operate 
a funeral home in Ypsilanti and this would 
be their second location. They have been in 
the business for 35 years. 

At the regular Sumpter Township 
Planning Commission on Feb. 9, the setting 
of the public hearing was the first order of 
business. 

The commission then continued discussion 
of proposed ordinance changes as a part of 
a complete update of the document with 
the help of planning consultant Kreps of 
Carlisle Wortman. 

At the previous meeting on Jan. 12, 
the commissioners discussed general 
provisions, such as distance between 
driveways and traffic studies. 

“When the economy picks up, we’ll be 
ready for development,” Kreps said. 

Commission Chairman Jane Stalmack 
said she compared the Sumpter draft to 
Van Buren Township’s zoning ordinances 
and found them very similar. 

They discussed accessory structures - 
- attached and detached -- and setbacks 
for lots on the road next to easements for 
driveways for rear parcels. Such situations 
have caused a lot of sessions for the Board 
of Zoning Appeals in the past. 

The present zoning ordinances, and 
the updated zoning ordinances, are to be 
administered by the township “zoning 
administrator” and no one knew who that 
might be.

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VBT Board sends 
proposed LDFA bylaw 
changes back to LDFA

For the second time since October 
the proposed changes to the Local 
Development Finance Authority bylaws 
were removed from the agenda of the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees and 
sent back to the LDFA for action. 

Once the LDFA approves the revised 
bylaws, it can send them back to the VBT 
Board for ratification. 

Board members wanted the changes 
run by the township attorney first to make 
sure there were no violations of the Open 
Meetings Act. 

The bylaws item was removed from 
the Feb. 7 township board agenda after a 
lengthy discussion during the work/study 
session on Feb. 6. 

Besides making changes to comply with 
state law on authority membership, the 
bylaw changes aim to tighten up control 
over audience members who want to ask 
questions during meetings. 

For years, the LDFA met without any 
audience at all, or just a few people from 
time to time. 

Last May, Charles Tackett asked the 
authority about payment by the township 
for onsite construction of Visteon Village, 
which he said his lawyer said was 
inappropriate. 

Then, John Delaney started attending 
meetings and asking a lot of questions. 

That’s when authority chairman Michael 
Dotson, president of Wayne County 
Community College Districts VBT 
campus, brought over a sample from 
WCCCD on audience participation. 

The bylaws then were proposed to 
be tightened up to cut short audience 
participation. 

The original changes presented to the 
board on Oct. 18 included a 30-minute 
limit on all public discussions at each 
LDFA meeting. The board asked the LDFA 
to rethink that time limit, and the LDFA 
eliminated that limit completely. 

The LDFA also changed its original 
requirement that members of the public 
wishing to address the board must 
submit their name and subject 48 hours 
before meeting time. Now, it is only 
“encouraged”. 

The public also is “encouraged” to provide 
written copies of their comments. 

Now the public must sign in at the 
meeting if they wish to address the LDFA. 
Also, speakers are limited to five minutes. 

Also, “there shall be no debate.” 

At the Feb. 6 workshop session, Trustee 
Denise Partridge asked that the LDFA 
strike the part that says there shall be no 
debate. 

Supervisor Paul White said if a member 
of the public asks a question, the director 
doesn’t have to answer. 

“You’re supposed to be transparent,” 
Delaney said to White, accusing him of 
using this cloak to hide behind. 


“This is their choice, presented to the 
board,” said White, who also is a voting 
member of the LDFA. 

Trustee Al Ostrowski also questioned the 
part saying there shall be no debate. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said often response 
degenerates into a debate, and “This says 
anyone can ask a question, but they’re not 
entitled to get an answer.” 

Jahr said the Open Meeting Act gives the 
public a right to be there and to address the 
body, but not to participate in the meeting 
of an official body. 

White said it was his opinion that the 30- 
minute limitation didn’t comply with the 
Open Meetings Act. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said she would 
like to see the LDFA minutes accompany 
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the bylaws when it comes back before the 
board. 

“This is taken right out of the Wayne 
County Community College meetings 
procedures,” said Economic Development 
Director Terry Carroll, after the meetings 
were disrupted by members of the LDFA 
audience. Carroll said the changes were 
not initiated by White or himself. 

Jahr said the next step was for the LDFA 
to implement the bylaws, noting they have 
been doing it backwards. They should 
adopt the changes first and then send it to 
the township board for ratification. 

Jahr said under the Open Meetings Act 
you can’t require a person to give a name. 
He suggested the document be reviewed 
by the township attorney before being sent 


back to the LDFA. 

Diane Madigan said that the LDFA is in 
charge of watching over the bonds sold 
by the township to build parts of Visteon 
Village. She said the $25 million will grow 
to $50 million by 2032. The township’s full 
faith and credit guarantees the bonds. 

She said that the LDFA cancelled nine of 
the 12 monthly meetings in 2011. She said 
the authority never voted on the wording 
given to the township board. 

Madigan said that Carroll told the 
authority he would work on the wording 
and they emailed around and never voted. 

Carroll said they asked him to put the 
wording together to reflect what they voted 
upon.

Sumpter adopts FEMA 
resolution for National 
Flood Insurance

At a special meeting at 11 a.m. Jan. 25, 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
passed a resolution to enforce floodplain 
management regulations as part of the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) National Flood Insurance 
Program. 

The board then passed an ordinance 
supporting the FEMA National Flood 
Insurance Program by designating the 
Sumpter Building Official as the enforcing 
agency of the State Construction Code Act 
concerning flood hazards. 

In other business at the five-minute 
meeting, a bare quorum of the board, also: 

e Approved hiring Randy Lynch and 
Michael Petrowski as part-time employees 
for the Water/Sewer/DPW. Both said 
they are willing to work toward state 
certification; 

e Approved the final, signed, five-year 
interlocal agreement with Huron Township 
for dispatch services to Sumpter Township, 
which will go into effect in middle or late 
February, with Sumpter beginning payment 
on the day the service is first provided by 
Huron. Either party can terminate the 
agreement with 120 days written notice, 
following the first full year of service. 
Sumpter will pay $155,000 for year one; 
$175,000 for years two and three, with 
years four and five negotiated. Yearly 
payments are made in 12 equal monthly 
payments. Also, Sumpter agreed to pay 
Huron $35 per day, or portion of a day, for 
each individual locked up at the request of 
Sumpter; and 

e Approved paying half of the arbitrator’s 
bill in the Jerry Cox case.
